| pying high social position, she devoted

life work, a faverite theory and a pecu- 
liar form of benevolence. She did not 
believe that kindness was limited to the 
human race, but should be extended to 
the dun:b creatures of the field and the 
domestic peta of the hearthstone. Her

parative. Insicad of founding animal 
asylums, or hospitals, she believed in 
educatin: the riasses from the tenderest 
age of childhood in humane principles, 
and was largely instrumental in inducing 
the board of public education to con- 
fine the teaching of kindness to the 
brute creation, 23 part of the course of 
school instruction, and to supply, with 
the smatic t possible encroachment upon 
time, and widhout expense tothe schools, 
the simple srotem ef humane education, 
Which has been already accepted by 
teachers and divectors in. many sections, 
comprising great mumlbers of schools 
In this work she was the pioneer in this 
country. 

Eaceuraged by the principal and the 
directors of the Loeust street schools, in 
ISe4 she formed a society among the 
bors of the Grammer school, with the 
wate ivwords, ‘“Reverence. Nindness, 
Courage,” and with the purp so of culti- 
wating amon themselves habits of kind- 
ness, as weilss protecting from cruelty 
Whatever noeded their care. It wae 
called the “Uors’ Society for the Protec 
tion of Animols.” cad held occasional 
school mectiues, under the guidance of 
the principal, who was president of the 
branch ia his own scheel. 

There wos recitation or reading of hus 
mane, literatere such as Longfellow’s 
poems, “The Alim Bell of Atriz’ the 
Banner, the color ef which represented 
that brarnch,was hung up, new members 
were enrotled by the presentation of a 
badve, there was a short address, and 
books, papers and cards were distributed 
for home reading. This simple organi- 
Zation praducily extended with the sanc- 
tion of teachers and c.i:cctors and the 
g-renuous eiforts of Mrs. Willing to 
soven boys’ grammar schouls, carrying 
hun:nane literatur: to thousandsof homes. 
A reading room was provided where 
many excellent books and inmagazines 
could be exjoved in the intervals of 
echool hours and on holidays, and the 
“Lovs S. i. AL” became a source of ine 
terest gud enjoyinent as well as an influ. 
ence for prorat. 

About the came time the Band of Mer- 
cy movement was organized in England, 
and during the next eic'tcen months 
ropidiy extended. In the n:cantime Hon. 
George T. Anccll and Rev. Thomas Time 
mins introlnced the Luglish Band of 
Merey into the schools and homes of 
New England, and the Boys’ society,
